Pray therefore 
the Lord of the haryeſi, that hee will ſend 
forth Labourers into his harveſt, And the 
Apoſtle faith, x Cor, 12.28. And God 
hath ſer fome- in the Church ; firſt Aps= 
files, ſecondarily, Prophets ; thirdly, T ea- 
chers,&c., | 

Now this Calling is two-fold. An im- 
mediate Calling, and a mediate Calling. 
The immediate Calling,otherwiſe ſpecjall 
and extraordinary, is that which is from 
God himſelfe, abſqg, hominum Minifteris, 
without the Miniſtry or ſervice of men. 

And this God hath done either by him- 
ſelf without a Meſſenger, as when he cal- 
led Moſes, lohn the Baptiſt, and the Apo- 
files ; or ſecondly,by certaine Meflengers, 
as when God called Aaron by Moſes, 
Exod.4.14. and Eliſha by Ehah, 1 Kings 
19-19.

The Saracens deſcended 
from Hagar, that was the bond-woman, 
call themlelves Sarazens, as if they came 
from Sarah the free-woiman. And theſe 
mungrell Chriſtians would make men be- 
leeve they deſcend from Heaven, when in- 
deed they aſcend from Hell , and their 
workes which they ſay are by Divine in- 
Tpication, are by a Diabolicall deluſion.

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Theſe men are like Conjurers, who will 
haye the names of God about their Cucle, 
when they are raibng the Dey1ll, 

Burt if they be exciraordinarily called as 
they ſay, let them (hew us their extraordi- 
nary Holineſſe , Learning, and guifcs of 
Gods Spuit. Ah poore me: ! it tacy come 
to this touchſtone once, their falſe Coine 
will ſoone appeare, The baſtard Eagle 
cannot behoJ4 this bright Sun.

The Mediate, or common ahd Ocdina- 
xy calling, is that Calling of God þy ordi- 

nary

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nary meanes, or by the M:niſftry of the 
Church by fit men appointed thereunto, 
Aithough this Calling is by the Mintry 
of men, yet neyerchcleſſe ic is Divine as 
well as the other, and hath Goa likewiſe 
for its author. 

For God , not onely appoints in his 
Church, Apoliles (immediatly called) but 
alſo Teachers, that are mediatly Called, 
by the Miniſtry of me, as you ſhall find 
x Cor.12.28. and Epheſ. 4. 11. And the 
Holy Ghoſt is ſaid to have made and ap= 
pointed Biſhops and Eldeis in Epheſme, 
who yet were not extraordinarily called 
by CauRr1sT.but were Ordinary oidained 
by the Apoltles, 47s 20.28. Whereupon 
they are called the Embaſſadors of Chriſt ; 
as you haye it, 2 C97, 5, 20, And for this 
cauſe our Saviour himſelfe faith ; He that 
heareth you, heareth me, and hee that de- 
ſpiſerh you, deſpiſeth me 8c. Lube 1e,16- 
Hence that Protomartyr Stephen, tels the 
Tewes , Yee doe alwaies refilt the Holy 
Ghoſt, as your Fathers did, ſo doe yee, 
Aits 7.51. And St. Pas! tothe Theſſale- 
mans ſaith, He therefore that deſpiſeth, de= 
ſpiſeth not Man, bur GOD, &c. 1 Theſ.

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. But the Queſtion is, who ought (all 
this while) to ordaine and make Miniſters, 
The Politicks ſay, this is in the power of 
the Secular Magiſtrate. The Anabaptiſts, 
they aſcribe it to the Plebeans, the mixed 
multitude, and the Cathelieks give it all to 
Biſhops. Now, what is this. Ore faith, 
the Child is his, the other his, and the third, 
his. Can one Child belong to three Wo= 
men ; no. Who then is the Mother of the 
Child ? They all make claime unto it ; 
Well, I am but a, foole to So/eonzen, yer I 
will give it co none, but ſhare it amongſt 
them. The whole Church hath right to 
this Ordination , and the ſeyerall Orders 
of Epiſcopacy , Magiltracy, and People 
muſt haye their due proportion,

the cuſtome, And faith further, that ir ſo 


 tontinued all the times of the Emperours 


Charles the Great, and Ludevick the 
Godly. 

And thus J hope I have given you 
fatisfaQtion in ths Particular. Where the 


' Biſhop ordaines, the People approve, and 


M agifrate confirmes , there's a lawfull 


; Ordinatien. Thoſe therefore whom God 
! hath joyned together, let no man pur 2 
; funder ; Take them»together, and chey 
; are a perfe& harmony, but once ſeperate 


them, and they foully jarre, and are our 
of rune, 


The Catholicks therefore doe greatly 


| erre, and are much out of the way, in 
' giving this Power and juriſdiQtion ſolely 
| to the Biſhops. Theſs be the words of

And Bellarmine to maintaine the aflerti- 
on of his Errour, brings that example of 
Aaron, who by Meſes alone, withour | 
the conſent of the People, was choſen to/ 
be the high Prieſt ; and likewiſe that of? 
our Sayjour,who choſe his Apoſtles with= 
out the ſuffrage or conſent of the People... 

But what of all this ? Theſe examples| 
make nothing for him ; becauſe they be- 
long to the immediate Calling ; and our. 
queflion is concerning the Mediate or or: 
dinary Calling. For (as J ſaid before) this 
immediate Callivg muſt hot now be ex- 
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peed being extraordinay, and long fince 
out of date. | 

Neither muft the A»abapts/fs, ahd Po- 
liticks, thinke to carry it ; they haye as 
lictle right (of themſelyes) as the other ; 
For that which belongs to all, concermes 
all ; ought not to be done by the Com= 
mand and authority of One, but joyntly 
withithe Conſent and approbation of All. 
Away then with the rude Multitude, they 
by no means muſt meddle with the Helm, 
fic ar the Sterne, leaft by their unskilful- 
neſs, and wilfulneſs they runne their Vel- 


; ſell aſhore, and ſo miſerably make ſhip- 


wrack of all. They are like the troubled 
Sea, whoſe waters caſt up mire and dirc. 
From ſuch violent inundations, and dat-

(faith hee) ought to teach for the Office of 
his adminiſtration ; ſo likewiſe, he ought

poſile (in the foreſaid firſt Epiſtle to Tem * 


3. 2-) would haye ſuch to be Biſhops, 
who are "Aremianm\et ; that is to ſay, 
Brambles, or Irreprehenſible. See to this 
purpoſe, firſt Chapter to Titze, 2.6. and ſo 
forward z where wee haye at large, how 
Miniſters ought tro be Qualified. 

As a man conſifteth of Soule and Body, 
Soalſo a Miniſter conſiſteth of Learning 
and Living ; theſe two muſt meet in a 
man of God, if hee would be complea: ; 
But God he knoweth, wee have many 
(for alt the cry of Reformation and New 
lights ) chat haye neither Learning nor. 
Life, And where happily, or rather un+ 
happily one hath Learning, he wants life ; 
A rare thing to ſee them meet in one ceti« 
ter, and like the Jemini inthe Zodrach to 
embrace each other. Should the light of 
the Sun be once turn'd tro darkneſs, what 
would become of all Sublunaries ? For 
without its light and heat, nothing could 
long ſubſift. The Minifters of Gods word 


arethe-Light of the world ; ſo our Savis- 


ous, Yee are the Light of the world, 
And this ligh confifleth in Learning and 
| life and conyerſation, -Now 

| : where 


'| God are in a fad condition. 
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where this Light is wanting, the peop!e of 
They are 
call'd Watchmen,and Shepheards ; Ifthey 
ſleepe, the Tower is in danger to be ſur- 
prized by the Enemy, and the Sheepe ei- 
ther ſcattered or deyoured. Seneca wri- 
ting of a Governour of a Ship, faith, — 
Non * eſt loguendum, ſed gubernandum. 
He muft not talke, but guide and rule his 
Veſſell : In like manner, the man of 
God muſt not talke, but endeavour to 
bring che ſhip of mens Soules, to the Ha- 
ven of heaven, And good reaſon hee hath 
to be carefull , in regard of the many 
Rocks and fands in his way, and yiolenc 
ſtormes he often meets with. Let me free- 
ly ſpeake to thee, thou who art Called to 

Preach the Goſpell, and to be a Miniſter 
of Cun1$sT. What is it thou haſt 
undertaken ? A Calling of that burthen 

and weight, as would require an A145, 

or Sampſox to beare it ; Thou haſt the 
care of Soules committed to thee, and if 
any periſh through thy negligence, their 

blood ſhall bee required at thy hand.

And it is very true | For the Eccleſi» 
alticall Miniſtry hath relation to diyine 
Calling and Miſſion, whole #/timun and 
end, is the Preaching of the Golpzl ; For 
they are ſent onely to Preach. But when 
men -haye no Divine, or lawfull calling, 
how J pray you ean their Preaching bee 
lawfull 2 And further, to corr oborate my 
aſſertior., wee are prohibited to hearken. to 
ſuch as want this Divine and laywfull cal- 
ling.

Congregations, theſ” »ew Lights would 
ſoone be put out ; take away rhe fewell, 
and the fire will gae our of it felfe. Let 
there be no wind Rirring. and the Mariner 
will fayle but flowly. A Traytor. who is 
a ſhame and baneto his Countrey, what is 
hee without his fellowes. And therefore 
the People are in as much fault as their 
Prophets; for ſhould not they ſo flack 
unto them, their Cake would quickly be 

dough, 
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dough. We haye at expreſle prohihition 
co the Contrary, Jer 27.14,15. Therefore 
hearken not unto the werds of the Prophers 
that ſpeak unto you, ſaying ; Yee ſhall not 
ſerve the King of Babilon; tor they Prophz» 
fie a lye unco you ; For f have, not [ nt 
them,&s. This is a true mark of the ſhee 

of CHRIST, that they will not follow a 
Stranger, but will flie trom him. {oh.,10.5. 
And a flranger will they not follow, bur 


will flie from him ; for they know not 


the voice of Strangers. And in the 14.verſ. 
1 am the geod Shepheard, and know my 
ſheepe, and am knowne of mine. 

When Chryſoſtome' was banjſhed, one 
Arſacius without any lawfull or ordinary 
Calling ſucceederh him : But in the Church 
of Conſtantinople, no Chriſtian or faichfull 
man, thought him worthy their audience, 
or a word from their mouthes , as Thes- 
doret, Soz,omen , and N'cephorus write, 
Theod- lib,s cap.34 Sorom. lib.8.cap.23. 
Nieph lib.z.cap.t2. It is recorded of the 
Samoſatenians, that neither Rich nor poor, 
Man nor Woman, young nor old, would 
come to the Ecclefiaſticall Conyent of an 
Arrian Biſhop Theod.lib.q hiſt. Eccl.cap. 
14. So hatefull to them were the SeR of 
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the Arrians,_ When one Jovianus, who . | 
ſometime was in the parts of the Arrians, 
offered to Conſecrate Antiochus , hee refu-- 
ſed it, ſaying ; Abſit ut manrys tua me con- 
ſecret, Be it farre from me that thy hand 
ſhould Conſecrate me,Theod.(ib.,4.cap.1 1. 
Yet ſee the inconflancy and levity of 
matiy thouſands of people, who are toſſed 
too and fro, and carricd about with ever 
wind of Dodtrine , which the Apoſtle 
frajohtly forbid us, Epheſ. 4.14. And Heb, 
I 3.9. Be not carried (\aith he) about with 
divers and ſtrange Dottrines,Fc. St. John 
in his ſecond Epi/þ. verſe 1o 11. faith; If 
thcre come any unto you and bring not this - 
Doltrine, receive him not into your bouſe, 
neither bid him God ſpaced; For hee that 
biddeth him God ued, i partaker of his 
 evill deeds.

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Your 2xaker ſopittifull a fellow, and

revail'd, (though their Dodtrine be the 
doftcine of Devils ) that their Women 
(ferting all Shame and Modeſty afide) 
have walked naked in the open Streets, to 
the view of all men.

In all ages, the Prieſis and Prophets

The Muzzelman ( the Piet} 
ſocalled) is had in tuch reverence amongſt 
the Trees, that when hetravellech, every 
one that pafſeth by, mull yail his bonner co 
him, and bow humnſelte, and if not, hee is 
preſently beaten downe with clubs. The 
Paprſts have the like elteeme of their Prieſts 
as is manifelt by their devout deportmenc 
in the Idolatrous aſe. in their awricular 
Confeſſion; mn their Pence, and in the 
large Salary they allow them &c, 

Shall theſe Calfes Priefts be thus re- 
ſpeed by their blind auditory, and ſhall 
the people be (o indulgent to them,as no- 
thing 1s thought too good, too drare and 
will you fl git the fanhfull Miniſters of 
CuRisrT, who doe, — Vos querere, non 
veſtra, Seeke you, not yours; And with 
the Apoltle are willingly ro ſpend, and to 
be ſpent tor you ? Shall they travell as ir 
were in birth againe ? Till Cyug1$T bee 
formed in you, and have they this thanke 
for their labour ? Will you muzzell che 
mouth of the Ox that treadeth out the 
Corne ? Will you not afford them the 
milch of the flack, who feedeth che Flock ?
